If this ballet did not hit both President Kennedy and the Governor, then 
there were at least fear ballets. There has beam considerable doubt, recognized by 
the Coawiasleik, : that either Oswald or a better shot coaid have gotten off three 
shots, especially --«i0h -accurate shots, in the brief span of about six seconds, a 
fourth ballot,, especially' an -accurate" one, destroys the Comad.8si.ons entire report. - -

tation, that the President and the Governor, were not struck by the same ballet. 

This photographic evidence appears in the October 2, 19S4 issue of LIPS, on the 
cover and on pages 40- 50B, Karlier, lt appeared in the November 29, lSdS lssuo 
of UPS, qb epfee pages 24- 27, T|eBe Q'nrit movies were taken by a'- man named Zapruder 
and accordlng to then-current reports were purchased by Life, 

The fiadiBg ef the Warren Commission was that the first bullet to strike the

These pictures* especially the one numbered "3" on page 43 of the LIFE 
of October 2, prove this was not the ease* hence the bullet ww w tuweet vbivc that 
at ruck the governor could not have bees the seme one that first struck the President* 
In the face of this obvious feet* it is mere lily-gilding to point out that 
it is also impossible for a bullet to have been fired from the sixth floor of the 
Depository Building and to hare hit the erect President frurn at an upward rather then 
e downward angle, then to have straightened out into a path roughly parallel with the 
ground end to have hit the Governor and immediately turned downward and to the left.

show several things, including where the photographer stood to take the pictures, 
where the earwas when the President was shot, and where a witness named 0*1.# Brennan 
was standing* On page 48 Mr. Brennan is described by Congressman Gerald B. Ford, a 
member of the Varrfh Comission, as "the most important? to appear before the commissi 
On page 4?, the caption describing the area photo says Brennan was sitting* While it 
is not possible to be absolutely certain with the grsininess of the reproduction, it 
would appear that picture Number 1 on 43, which shows this area, does not reveal 
Brennan at that point and sitting*

Iron of it shd ecusiderably to its 
loft as the marked aerial photograph says* 

By drawing lines from the actual position of the camera to landmarks clearly 
visible it the various frames, the actual position of the vehicle end its oecupaats 
caa be aocuratslyasta bUshed for the entire sequence of events* ^

aa equally unmistakable landmark* At a poiat only slightly past this road alga aad 
on the opposite side of the road, the grassland ends and paving begins* ^oaa of

from this it is clear that all to# bullets struck when toe ear mas farther 
from toe building and closer to the overpass than toe locations marked* It would 
also seam that all struck during the time the car was betweea the center two of the 
four lampposts visible la the photograph oa pahs 47* 


Many other interesting facts can be deduced from close exemiaatioa of this 


pictures, such as when blood appeared, when sad bow other occupants of the car re 



*ea©*84, and what they AW and did not do, Those photographs pretty much corroborate 
the ad count of Governor Connelly, that he was. hit fey the second bullet he heard. 

Ia addition, his ffeeiel expression indie atea he was not struck fey the first bullet 
to hit the President. 

Whatever eonelusions are drawn from the many revelations of these 
official Commission pictures, it is ineontro variable that they prove the 
Commissions ha entire reconstruction is destroyed, for lee Harvey Oswald could 
not have been alons and unassisted and Governor GoassUy could not have been struck 
fey the first bullet to injure the President#
